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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment and remarks filed on 2/10/11. Claims 20-22, 30 
31 ( non-elected invention) and claims 32, 37 and 39-40 have been cancelled and claims 42-51 
have been added as applicants' amendment dated 2/10/11. 

Status of claims 

Claims 1-18, 20-22, 30-32, 37 and 39-40 are cancelled. Claims 19 and 23-29 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention, Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/21/10. 
Claims 33-36, 38 and 41-51 are currently examined in the application. 

In view of the amendment, rejection of claims 32-38 (now 33-36, 38 and 41- 42) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is hereby withdrawn. In view of the amendment wherein 
claim 42 (independent claim replacing claim 32) reciting the close ended expression "consisting 
of, claims 33-36, 38 and 41-42 are unobvious over the combination of U. S. Patent 5,133,958 
('958) and U. S. Patent 6,861,077 ('077). 

The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the host mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 33-36, 38 and 41-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
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relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. This is new matter rejection. 

There is no support in the specification for claim 32 wherein the auxiliary substance is 
perfume oils or opacifiers at page 7, second paragraph. The ingredients in the second paragraph 
do not match with the weight percent of the auxiliary substances at page 7 3 rd paragraph. Third 
paragraph do not recite the weight percent for "cationic resins, lanolin, lanolin alcohols, lanolin 
alkoxylates and cholesterol being present in total amount of 0.1 to 5 wt% ". 

There is no support in example for limitation of claim 48 wherein the active ingredient is 
"at least 0.5%". The support is for 0.5 % (see data at page 11). 

There is no support in example for limitation of claim 49 wherein the active ingredient is 
"at least 5%". The support is for 5 % (see table 3 at page 12). There is no support for "improving 
the abrasion resistance of colors of hair colored by hair dye formulations". 

There is no support at page 13 for limitation of claim 50 wherein the active ingredient is 
"at least 2%". The support is for 2 % (see pages 13-14). There is no support for shampoo which 
can have any ingredients. The support is for specific weight percent of sodium lauryl ether 
sulfate, sodium chloride and water only.
